~~H~ER~RIGHTFUL PLACE. 


At a time when the American people are gravely 


concerned about the problem of unemployment, the 
views of Thomas H. MacDonald, chief of the feder- 
al bureau of public roads, are of special significance. 


Three-fourths of all of the funds expended in high- 


way construction go to labor, Mr. MacDonald esti- 
mates 
For each man working on the road, three 


others are employed a part of the time in supplying 
him with equipment and material. 
Approximately 


75.000 more men were utilized in highway develop- 
ment in 1930 than in 1929, according to Mr. MacDon- 
ald. which means the total gain in employment was 
in the neighborhood of 250.000. More than a million 
men were employed, either directly or indirectly, dur- 
ing the summer of 1930 on the highway program in 
this country. 


There are 3,000,000 miles of roads in the United 


States, of which only 100,000 have been hard-surfaced 
to the point of lowest automobile operating costs and 
lowest road upkeep costs. Up until now the nation 
has concentrated upon the 7 per cent of the highways 
which carry the heaviest traffic, which for the most 
part, are embraced in state and .federal systems. 


Now Is the logical time for the nation and for the 


individual states to enlarge upon highway programs. 
Road building not only provides employment for thou- 
sands of men engaged in the- task of grading, filling 
and paving, but it likewise furnishes opportunities 
for many more thousands in supplying the materials 
needed for construction. If the program completed in 
1930 was doubled in 1931. it would mean that the 
heads of a million more families could be put to 
work. Nor will the people ever be able to employ 
labor and to purchase materials under more favorable 
conditions. The cost of paving is only half -what it 
was when peak prices prevailed, while other forms 
of road building, principally gravelling, can be com- 
pleted at less than half the expense. 
• 
« * 


Nebraska is one state which should take full ad- 


vantage of the splendid ooportunity to make an im- 
pressive start toward paving the primary highways. 
At the present time in excess of $3,000.000 of iederal 
funds, alloted to Nebraska and available for con- 
struction, is unclaimed because the state has no funds 
to match it. It is proposed to increase the gasoline 
tax from 4 cents to 5, or 1 cent more. For the av- 
erage automobile owner that represents an increased 
tax of between $5 and $10 a year if he received no 
offsetting benefits. 


Actually he will find himself ahead. 
He will find 


paved roads will yield him twice the mileage on gaso- 
line. The wear upon tires and upon the car itself 
will be greatly reduced. Through high operating 
costs, the Nebraska car owner is today paying for 
paved roads which he does not have. Not only does 
he have to buy more gasoline, more oil, more tires, 
and replace the old machine with a new one more 
frequently, but he has to dig into his jeans to main- 
tain gravel highways which will not stand up under 
the heavy pounding which they receive on the prin- 
cipal primary roads. The state is now spending more 
money for maintenance than it does for new con- 
struction. Much of this burden could be eliminated 
if the two main east and west highways and the two 
principal north and south routes were paved. 


The Nebraska legislature, shortly to convene for its 


biennial session, should not overlook the fact its con- 
stituency wants paved roads. There is only one prac- 
tical program before it. The increase of 1 cent in 
the gasoline tax will enable Nebraska to take her 
rightful place in highway development. 


THE ELECTRIC EAR. 


Science has added another novelty that it hopes 


can be made a practical contribution, to mankind. It 
is the electric ear. 


Two great values are seen as possibilities of the 


new device which was demonstrated recently by 
Pittsburgh engineers. 


It is thought that by use of the electric ear, en- 


gineers can develop noise abatement devices which, 
will operate on a new principle. The plan is to cause 
two sound waves to interfere. Engineers say that it 


Is possible to produce silenc* by two sound waves 
which fit each other. The advantage of such neutra- 
lization of sound in plants where machinery and other 
noises have meant a constant wearing away of man's 
nerves would be almost Incalculable. 


The other advantage hoped for from the device is 


the use of it to hear loose wristplns, piston 
rings, 


main bearing?, or other mechanical defects long be- 
fore they are loud enough to be heard by the hu- 
man ear. An increased mechanical efficcncy and a 
greater measure of safety would result from such 
a development. 


However uncertain the value of the electric ear at 


present, it is an Interesting indication of the unique 
possibilities which yet may be made practical realities 
for the aid of mankind by ingenious scientists. 


UNWANTED ALIENS. 


' It is not surprising that Detroit newspapers should 
be voicing a demand for the deportation of foreigners 
who have entered this country in violation of the 
immigrant laws or who are engaged in criminal 'ac- 
tivities. The Michigan metropolis is on the border 
line where the presence of large groups of aliens, 
many of the undesirable, constitutes a serious com- 
munity problem. 


Public sentiment there has been aroused by the 


discovery that a considerable number of persons who 
came into the United States illegally ar- working in 
Detroit factories, while thousands of native born or 
naturalized American citizens have no jobs and their 
families are in great need. Such a condition ought 
not to exist. 


In one plant a foreigner was found to be acting as 


foreman and giving preference to aliens over Ameri- 
cans. Seven men working there were arrested on the 
charge of coming into the United States without 
credentials from the countries where they formerly 
lived. Ten others already under deportation orders, 
and under bond while waiting for arrangements to be 
completed for sending them out of the country, were 
also on the payroll. 


"Aliens who have entered the country illegally have 


no right in it," comments the Detroit Free Press. 
"They should be put out with no more consideration 
than would be shown by their own countries to 
Americans who crossed their borders in violation of 
their laws. Congress ought promptly to enact any 
supplementary legislation necessary to enable the 
government to deal effectively with this matter. Aliens 
who defy our laws, after entry, are 
even more a 


menace to the peace and good order of America. They 
should be expelled as fast as they are caught and 
convicted. We breed enough criminals on our own 
soil without importing others." 


Great pains are taken and no expense spared by 


our government in seeing that goods from foreign 
countries are not brought into the 
United States 


without payment of the customs duties which the law 
imposes upon 
them. This is on the 
theory that 


American producers must be protected from the com- 
petition of cheap labor abroad. 


The immigration laws were passed with the same 


purpose. If anything, it is worse to permit foreigners 
who have no legal right to be in the United States to 
remain here and take bread and butter out of the 
mouths of our working people than to let in mer- 
chandise from outside. We might possibly get along 
even if outside commodities did come in free of duty, 
if we could keep our own labor busy producing other 
things to exchange for them; but we can't provide 
jobs for the foreigners, too, when there are not 
enough of them to furnish employment for Americans. 


AN IMMORTAL CHILD. 


In the field of human relationships, to know is to 


sympathize. The population of every nation 
has 


stereotyped opinions of other peoples. That is, the 
mass of one nationality thinks that the average mem- 
ber of another society is either over-ambitious, ex- 
tremely aggressive, conservative, lovable, hateful, or 
any one of a number of things that are reflected in 
only certain individuals of those other groups. The 
true road to peace is, therefore, a better understand- 
ing of the really good characteristics that are in- 
herent in all people. 


It is in such a service toward international under- 


standing that the John Simon Guggenheim founda- 
tion deserves its greatest appreciation. 
The annual 


report of the institution is just off of the press, and 
one can only feel pleasure in contemplating the bene- 
ficent effect of the studies of hundreds of Ameri- 
can scholars in foreign countries, as made possible 
by the Guggenheim foundation. 


The Guggenheim foundation was established in 


1925 by Mr. and Mrs. Simon Guggenheim in memory 
of a departed son. It is a tower of idealism rearedi 
through a magnificent conception of the heights to 
which youth dares to soar. 


The foundation gives fellowships of $2.500 and up- 


wards annually to each of about seventy men and 
women. Most of the recipients avail themselves of 
the privilege by going abroad for study. Travel is 
encouraged by the foundation, which adds traveling 
expense to the fellowship. 


In the last year, former Senator and Mrs. Guggen- 


heim broadened the scope of the foundation by an 
additional endowment for the benefit of scholars in 
Latin American countries. Students of seven re- 
publics to the south of the United States have been 
included already, -with those of the other nations to 
be given the benefits when proper arrangements can 
be made. 


A glance through the research done by Guggen- 


heim fellows, as shown in the report, demonstrates 
they are contributing great links to the bonds of un- 
derstanding that some day will bind all peoples. 


Fate took from the Guggenheims a son. but nothing 


can deprive them of tiie glory to which they have 
since been parents.

John Benson, Pioneer

Milk Producers Hope To 


Organize Co-operative 


Association. 


Nearly 350 dairymen of Lancaster 


and nearby counties voted to accept 
a co-operative plan of milk market- 
ing Friday evening at a meeting at 
the agricultural college. The forma- 
tion of a dairymen's co-operative as- 
sociation is contingent on a survey 
of dairy farmers showing favorable 
reaction to the proposal. 


J. L. White, chairman of the in- 


vestigating committee, reported on 
the organization plan of the Omaha 
co-operative. It was agreed to follow 
this general plan. 


It is proposed to collect a dollar 


fee from members of the Nebraska 
Milk Producers association to fin- 
ance organization. Those who join 
the market-pooling system will give 
a note for $2 per head on two-thirds 
the number of cattle in their dairy 
herds. The association reserves the 
right to withdraw from the mem- 
ber's cash returns for milk sold, an 
additional S8 per head on two-thirds 
of the herd 


Eighty-two delegates were chos- 


en tc present the co-operative plan 
to dairy owners. At present no at- 
tempt will be made to get the con- 
tracts signed but efforts will 
be 


made to ascertain how many sup- 
porters the co-operative can expect. 


Members of the co-operative rail 


be allowed to sell their milk 
and 


milk produce only to the co-oper- 
ative association. Six month's notice 
must be given to withdraw from the 
association. 
Arrangements will be 


made to return at least in part, the 
dairyman's fee. 


M. H. Craig, who presided an- 


nounced that the next open meeting 
of the association will be Saturday, 
December 20 at the agricultural col-

7.^000 more men were utillTied In highway develop ­ 
m ent In 1930 than in 1929, according to Mr MacDon­ 
ald which mearus the total gain in emp loyment w’as 
in the neighborhood of 2.10.000. 
More than a million 
men were emp loyed, » » ilher directly or indirectly, dur­ 
ing the .summer of 1930 on the highway p rogram in 
thi.s country. 
There are 3.000.000 miles of roads in 
the 
United 
States, of which only 100.000 have been hard-surfaced 
to the p oint of lowest atitomobile op erating costs and 
lowest road up keep costs. 
Up until now the nation 
has concentrated up on the 7 p er cent of the highways 
which carry the heavie.st traffic, which for the most 
p art, are embraced in state and federal systems. 
Now Is the logical time for the nation and for the 
individual sp ates to enlarge up on highway p rograms 
Road building not only p rovides emp loyment for thou­ 
sands of men engaged in the task of grading, filling 
and p aving, but it likewise furnishe.s onp ortunltles 
for many more thou.sands in sup p lying the m aterials 
needed for construction 
If the p rogram comp leted in 
1930 was doubled in 1931. it would mean th a t the 
heads of a million more families could 
be 
p ut to 
woik. 
Nor will the p eop le ever be able to emp loy 
labor and to p urcha.se niateriuls under more favorable 
conditions.

UNWANTED ALIENS. 
It Is not surp rising th a t Detroit newsp ap ers should 
be voicing a demand for the dep ortation of foreifners 
who have entered this country in violation of the 
im m igrant laws or who are engaged in crtjniBal a c ­ 
tivities. 
The Michigan metrop olis Is on the border 
line where the p resence of large group s of aliens, 
many of the undesirable, constitutes a serious com­ 
munity p roblem. 
Public sentim ent there has 
been 
aroused by the 
discovery th at a considerable number of p ersons who 
came into the United States illegally a .i^ working in 
Detroit factories, while thousands of native born or 
naturalized American citizens have no Jobs and their 
families are In great r.ced. 
Such a condition ought 
not to ex i.st. 
In one p lant a foreigner was found to be acting as 
foreman and giving p reference to aliens over Ameri­ 
cans. Seven men working there were arre.sted on the 
charge of coming Into the United 
States 
without 
credentials fro m the countries where they formerly 
lived. 
Ten others already under dep ortation orders, 
and under bond while waiting for arrangem ents to be 
comp leted for sending them out of the country, were 
also on the p ayroll, 
“Allens who have entered the country Illegally have 
no right in it,” comments the 
Detroit 
Free 
Pre.ss. 
"They should be p ut out with no more consideration 
than would 
be shown 
by their cwn 
countries to 
Americans who cras.sed their borders in violation of 
their laws. 
Congre.ss ought p romp tly to enact any 
sup p lementary legislation nece.ssary to enable the 
government to deal effectively with this m atter. Aliens 
who defy our laws, after entry, are 
even 
more a 
menace to the p eace and gocx l order o f America. They 
should be ex p elled as fast as they are caught and 
convicted 
We breed enough crim inals on our own 
soil without imp orting others ” 
O rcat p ains are taken and no ex p ense sp ared by 
our government in seeing th a t goods from foreign 
countries are not brought into the 
United 
States 
without p aym ent of the customs duttes which the law 
Imp oses up on 
them. 
Ttils is on the 
theory 
th a t 
American p roducers must be p rotected from the com­ 
p etition of cheap labor abroad. 
The imm igration laws were p assed with the same 
p urp o.so. If anything, it Is worse to p erm it foreigners 
who have no legal right to be in the United States to 
rem ain here and take bread and butter out of the 
m ouths of our working p eop le than to let In m er­ 
chandise from outside. 
We m ight p ossibly get along 
even If outside commodities did come In free of duty, 
if we could keep our own labor busy p roducing other 
things to ex change for them ; but we can’t fwovide 
jobs tor the foreigners, too. when 
there 
are 
not 
enough of them to furnish emp loyment for Americans.

Magnates of Minors Not 


In Mood Wage War 


On Majors.

NEW YORK, Dec. 13—Self-pre- 


servation is the first law of the 
minor leagues.
